Students offer their suggestions

Well, here you are folk, Hartnell Com- 
munity College, the one you’ve heard so 
much about. Step right up and get your 
free education. That is what you are 
here for, isn’t it? Or is it? 


Hartnell’s enrollment is currently over 
4,000. A figure for which there must be 
a reason, or many reasons. Some people 
are here because it’s close or cheap, some 
to improve their’ minds or job skills, 
some to prepare for a career, a few to 
get married and even more think as Pat 
Womble does, “I am going here because 
I don’t have any place else to go.” 


“Nowhere else to go” is supported by 
the fact that 50 per cent of all com- 
munity college students will find another 
place to stay before their sophomore year.

One student who previously attended 
a Virginia community college said Hart- 
nell outdistanced Virginia’s whole junior 
college system both from an academic 
and a convenience standpoint. Another 
student from Virginia stated, “The com- 
munity colleges here are better than those 
on the East coast. On the East coast 
they are run like a high school.” He 
likes Hartnell for its friendliness and the 
sympathy of its instructors. “If you 
don’t make it you’ve got a chance,” he 
said. 

Another student said, “Academically, 
I think it is an excellent school.” 

Student interest in Hartnell’s social 
life was termed “‘apathetic’”’ last year by 
athletes, cheerleaders and others whose 
thing is to get involved in something 
called “school spirit.” Students’ reasons 
for not participating were “‘no time,” “no 
publicity,’ “lousy bands,” “too old,” “I 
have to work,” and “why don’t you?” 

Apparently, Hartnell’s “school spirit” 
is a truly elusive one. 

In the final analysis, there arc .wo 
main reasons for attending Hartnell Col- 
lege. The first is, as one student aptly 
put it, “Man cannot live by a high 
school diploma alone.’ The second is 
“Just because.”
